Tragedy Again

ships didn’t know what bit them. 
Jap Attack Easier 
“I’d rather make a torpedo at­ 
tack on a Japanese battleship than 
go through 
that typhoon again,’ 
Marks declared. 
“There was rough weather the j 
day before,” he recounted, “but no 
concrete evidence of a typhoon, and 
the fleet was carrying out sched­ 
uled m aneuvers.” 
“Tli« night was rough and rainy 
and by 10 the next morning it be­ 
gan to look like a typhoon, but it 
struck so suddenly it more or less 
trapped everyone in its path.” 
The gale was running at about j 
110 
knots 
at the 
height of 
th e. 
storm; the air was filled with spray 
and spume and visibility was ex­ 
tr e m e l y low. The number of ships | 
in the area made maneuvering a 
serious problem, he declared. 
Punishm ent Terrific 
The ship was taking a “terrific j 
punishm ent from the wind, which 
was so strong it ripped 
off 
the 
metal covers of amm unition boxes j

sm okestacks,” Marks continued. 
“Shortly after noon, the ship was ; 
lying on its side at an 80-degree ; 
angle, heavy seas were entering the | 
boiler intakes and finally came into 
the pilot house,” Marks narrated. 
“I told the men to cling to the 
ship as long as possible because I 
didn’t think anyone could live in 
that sea, nor did I think a life 
raft could weather it.” 
Shook Hands All Around 
Marks w*s on the bridge when 
the ship began sinking, lie said. 
“We 
shook 
hands 
all 
around 
and stepped off into the water,” 
he recalled. 
The skipper was in the water for 
20 hours. He told how the waves 
ripped so violently at him that he 
thought his clothes would be torn 
off. About 90 per cent of the crew 
got clear of the ship as it wept 
down, 
and 
those 
finally 
rescued 
were scattered over an area of about 
20 to 25 m iles by the violence of 
the waves.

That night, although Mark> said 
he did not expect rescue for sev­ 
eral days because they had been 
blown off course by the typhoon, j 
a destroyer escort on

men in the water, picked him up 
and com m erced an intensive search 
w'hen he told his story. 
Marks sawr the ship two or three 
m iles away that n igh i but they 
couldn’t see him and he was not 
picked up until the next morning ;
